"E.  Nothing in this Section shall be construed to criminalize the sport7
of chicken boxing provided all of the following conditions are met:8

(1) No blades, gaffs, spurs, or knives are used or permitted.9
(2) All matches shall be conducted in rounds of ten minutes in duration10

with three minute breaks between rounds.11
(3) No match shall consist of more than five rounds of combat.12
(4)  If either combatant turns away from combat the match is13

determined to be over.14
(5)  All combatants shall be matched by weight and height and be evenly15

matched within a maximum of a two ounce differential.16
(6)  A veterinarian shall certify the combatants ready for combat within17

forty-eight hours of the commencement of each match.18
(7)  Every match shall have a veterinarian in attendance who has the full19

power to safeguard the health of both combatants.20
(8)  Each combatant shall wear sparring muffs or fowl safety boxing gear21

at all times during the boxing match.22
(9)  No admission fee or ticket is sold to the public with the primary23

purpose being to view the chicken boxing.24
(10)  No gambling or wagering is permitted with respect to the chicken25

boxing match.26
(11)  The provisions of this Subsection shall not be construed as27

cockfighting as prohibited in R.S. 14:102.23, participation in cockfighting as28
prohibited in R.S. 14:102.24, or cruelty to animals as prohibited in R.S.29
14:102.1."30
